situation where certain 
clubs have to play so many 
games consistently away 
from home. It’s not fair to 
the spectators. It’s certainly 
not fair to the players, be- 
cause away games, as we 
know, are much more dif- 
ficult to win than home 
games. 


If you have four or five 
games away on the trot, 
and you lose them, it can be: 
very discouraging to the 
players, the club and of 
course the supporters. 

Because as we say in 
football, winning is a habit, 
and unfortunately,so is 
losing. 


People may say, well, if 
they have five away games 
on the trot, they'll have five 
home games on the trot. 
‘That's true, but with the 


five away games especially, 
you can have five defeats, 
and the confidence of the 
team could go to a very low 
ebb. 

Some other clubs are 
bound to suffer with five or 
four consecutive away mat- 
ches as well, so I say to the 
officials, if you have made 
mistakes this year in the 
compiling of the fixtures, 
look at it more deeply if 
you can, and give the clubs 
all the help you can; be- 
cause they will give you all 
the help they can, and we 
tely on you to do the best 
you can It’s easier said 
than done I know, but do 
try to give a fair allocation 
of home and away games.

tion levy which was decided on last year. 


This 


vy was brought in because of the lack of funds available to 


the Australian Women’s Soccer Association. 


So that all clubs in Australia are aware of 
the situation, I shall try to establish the 
reason for the levy, 

A survey was done prior to the 1980 
Annual Meeting of the A.W.S.A. on the 
amount of money that each State had to 
spend each year. 

From this information, it was found that 
on a rotational basis, certain States were 
disadvantaged each year when sending rep- 
resentative teams to play for their State. 

It was decided that, to even up this 
advantage, a more equitable distribution of 
funds was necessary. 

The Western Australian girls and the 
Northern Territory Association were found 
to be constantly paying more than those 
Associations on the eastern coast of Au- 
stralia. 


In fact, the Western Australians and the 
N.T. girls were involved in a comparative 
expenditure of 135 per cent against other 
percentages ranging from 37% to 98% 
each year. 

It was decided that it was not 


enough to adopt a “blow you, I'm alright,” 


attitude and that if women’s Soccer was to 
advance equally around Australia, a more 
equal way of sharing expenses had to be 


Consequently, at the adjourned A.G.M. 
in Adelaide it was decided unanimously by 
the State delegates that a capitation levy of 
$1 from every girl over the age of 10 in all 
Associations would be made each year 
starting with the 1981 season. 

Going on the 1980 figures, there should 
be in excess of $8,000. 

At the December executive meeting of 
the Association, there was considerable 
discussion on the proposed use of these 
funds as a monitary commitment and the 
following formula was agreed to by the 
‘Management Committee. 

It was agreed to allocate up to $2,400 
towards assisting Western Australia and 
Northern Territory to participate in the 

\tional titles. 


It is assumed that the reverse may apply 
when the Nationals are held in those 
States. 

It was decided that as the Nationals had 
assumed such importance with regard to 
displaying the very best there was to offer 


in women’s football, the controlling of such . 
titles could no longer be left to referees, 


who did not qualify for the highest grades 
available, 

With this in mind, the Association allo- 
cated up to $1,600 to obtain top referees to 
control games. 

More important with regard to training 
the junior girls in Associations and clubs, 
there will be an allocation of $2,500 to be 
used for coaching clinics. 

This will be distributed at $250 per State. 

The Sports and Recreations Depart- 
ments of most States have a scheme for 
allocating funds on a dollar for dollar basis 
for junior coaching. 


As we all know, the money to get girls in 
Australian teams travelling overseas is a 
considerable burden on them. 

Some of the balance of money remaining 
will be used to assist representative players 
from all States to play in international 
games. 


The remaining money will be used to 
assist the national coach in the perform- 


. ance of his duties, such as preparing girls in 


coaching camps for the above games. 

Tt was not considered that this extra 
dollar would impose hardship on girls with 
club affiliation, 

Judging on money spent at canteens etc., 
this dollar represents the cost of one can of 
‘soft drink per girl every fifth week of 
competition. Looked at in this way, the 
cost of expanding women’s Soccer is not 
that great. 


Nothing worthwhile is gained without 
some effort and the moderation of the le 
demonstrated the reasonable balance whi- 
ch has been struck between the “need” and 
“reasonable expectation” by the Executive 
to assess the priorities which will return to 
most of our Australia-wide membership. ——

A.C.T. junior Soccer expects to set an all- 
time record 6,000-plus registrations by the 
time the 1981 season kicks off on April 4. 


“It's a fantastic achievement,” said Junior League 
chairman, Cyril Sutton. 

“No other code in the national capital come within an 
age of us as far as junior strength is concerned.” 

But Mr Sutton admitted that junior Soccer was being 
discriminated against in the allocation of grounds. 

“We are certainly not getting a fair crack of the whip,” 
he said. 

“It stems from the Department of the Capital Territory’s 
system of ground allocation, 

“Bach code quay for the grounds they want and then 
the Council of Clubs and departmental officers really sift 
through them on the basis that codes come to amicable 
arrangements. 

“It sounds great in theory but it doesn’t work in practice. 

“It’s really a bit of a Pontius Pilate approach. 

“No codes willingly give va pn. sl use the same 
old arguments that they've had that ground for years and 
want to retain it. 

“That we can all understand, Soccer is then solidly the 
loser for it can’t get access to the number of additional 
ovals it requires for the number of kids it has to service. 

“Tt really breeds dissatisfaction when you see a particu- 
lar code getting equal oval allocations yet have only a half 
— sometimes even less than that — the number of kids to 
accommodate.” 

But Mr Sutton said Soccer was battling on to improve 
the situation. 

“There is no doubt of the continued interest by parents 
to have their youngsters play the round ball code,” he said. 

And in 1981 the A.C.T. Junior Association would 
institute a totally new approach to team structuring. 

“Juniors, nine years and below, will be split in seven-a- 
side — not 11-a-side teams,” Mr Sutton stressed. 

“The Under-7’s will pry in area (suburban) based 
competitions of three and four teams while the 7, 8 and 9 
year-olds will play in seven-a-side competitions on a 
Canberra Northside and Southside basis. 

“This avoids the problem of travelling. Ten years olds 
and above will play in the full, 11-a-side teams.” 

Why the seven-a-side approach? 

“To give everyone a chance at becoming fully involved 
in the game and having a better chance of more acquiring 
the real basic skills, 

“We think it will work”. 

Tn conclusion, Mr Sutton appealed to more women to 
tay pate in helping run the affairs of teams. 

“They really do a marvellous job,” he said. 

“In fact I believe that the new secretary of the A.C.T. 
Junior Association will be a member of the fair sex.”

UNTAPPED

In Frank Arok Australia at present has a world-rating expert in 
developmental coaching schemes and in producing top class players. 


Arok was brought back to Australia 
ia St George to put 
their football house in order. 

Although the Saints are now in 
State League ranks and not in PSL the 
confidence of their teams speaks for 
itself. 

Yet the Australian Soccer Federa- 
tion coaching service has made no 
approach to him to seek the benefit of 
his worldwide experience! 


I checked the ASF attitude with 
National Director of Coaching Eric 
Worthington at the coaching seminar 
at Auburn Soccer Club. 

The distinct impression gained was 
that Mr Arok had his job at St 
George, and that was that! 


The coaching scheme in this 
country, euphemistically called the 
“National Coaching Scheme”, does 
have some pretty fair practioners. 

But the huge body of information 
outside the English system appears 
not to be tapped. 

As a result the sector of the game 


responsible to lead in producing high 
class players as well as coaches has 
never properly got off the ground, 

Many knowledgeable people in 
coaching will testify to that. 

Australian boys will not have a 
proper chance to go ahead until the 
superior knowledge of people like 
Arok is utilised. 

Arok’s own club in Yugoslavia 
produced six current members of the 
national team squad, 

He was chief instructor, vice- 
president and then president of the 
Yugoslav Coaches Association. 

He could produce players in Aus- 
tralia just as he did in Yugoslavia. 

And as he did when in charge of St 
George previously. 

Need any more he said? 

It is not a case of having a job in the 
sun and enjoying it. 

The challenge is to get Australian 
soccer right behind a scheme, which 
include the best of European and also.
